HEADQUARTERS OF THE TURK- 
ISH ARMY IN THESSALY, PHAR- 
SALA, May. 6.—[By Atlantic Cable. De- 
layed in transmission.] The Turkish 
army tonight is bivouacing in the eight- 
een villages surrounding Pharsala, cap- 
tured from the Greeks. ) 

The battle began at 9 o’clock in the 
morning. After skirmishes ‘by the ad- 
vance posts, the Greek forces opened 
fire with great precision. The Turks 
a forward, exposing themselves to 


froid. The Greeks then made a fatal 
error in leaving the commanding posi- 
tion which they occupied, and retiring 
upon the plain, which was commanded 
on all points by four batteries which 
were brought into action as soon as the 
Greeks left the hills. 

“The scene which followed was both 
interesting and cruel. The Greeks from 
all parts of the plain were converging 
toward a stone bridge spanning the 
river; which was the only means of 
getting over. The mass of humanity 
at this point was constantly growing, 
when the roar of the Turkish artillery 
began. The Turks obtained the exact 
range of the enemy, and shell after 
shell fell and exploded in the midst of 
the fugitives. The havoc created by 
the shrapnel was terrible. Gradually, 
however, through this decimating fire, 
the greater part of the Greeks crossed 
the river. 

The Turks, who were then covering 
the plain like bees, met with a stro 
resistance while attacking Vasili, the 
Greeks from hidden positions, opened a 
furious fire. In the face of this, the 
Turks advanced with marvelous temer- 
ity and captured the villages not so 
much by force of arms as by the fear 
which their splendid insouciance in- 
spired in the enemy. Owing to the fact 
that it was decided not to commence 
the decisive engagement until tomor- 
row, the Turkish division which was in- 
tended to take the enemy in the flank 
only arrived a half-hour before the close 
of the combat today, having marched 
thirty miles. The Greek guns, while 
they opened well, ended badly, while 
ours were served even better than 
usual. 

The Turkish attack on Vasili was 
made without any previous plan. The 
men were ordered to capture the place, 
and they advanced quietly, shooting as 
though hunting. The Greeks maintained 
a withering fire. 1 saw a Turk, wounded 
in the leg, advancing to the attack on 
all fours. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press is writing this dispatch in the 
midst of the bivouac in Edhem Pasha’s 
headquarters. The general and his 
staff officers at the same time are form- 
ing a little group around a lantern, 
studying the war maps for tomorrow’s 
operations. 

The Turks captured a mountain bat- 
tery and a umber of mules, a great 
quantity of ammunition and provisions, 
and the personal effects of the Greek 
Princes, Constantine and Nicholas. 


A QUESTION OF GUNS, 


Turkish Artillery and Tactics 
Caused the Greeks to Despair. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.]} 
LONDON, May 7.— [By Atlantic 
Cable.}] The Times prints the follow- 
ing dispatch from  Velestino, via 

Athens: 

“The expected battle began at 6:30 
o’clock yesterday morning (Thursday) 
at this point and at the Cynoscephalae, 
and a little later above Aivali and 
Pharsala. The positions were as fol- 
lows: Velestino and the main Cynos- 
cephalae chain were held by the Greeks, 
The plain to the northward and the 
gray ridge jutting out between the 
Cynoscephalae and Velestino were held 
. “The Greeks had three batteries of

_between Pharsala and Aijivali. 


the Greek fire with the greatest sang- 


artillery and the Turks four. Early ] 


in the morning @ well-directed Greek 
artillery fire prevented the advance of 
the Turkish infantry. By 7:30 o'clock 
the artillery firing was very heavy on 
both sides, but each maintained its po- 
sition. At 10:30 o’clock a Turkish bat- 
tery behind Koniari began firing shrap- 
nel, and the Greeks soon began to lose 
ground. A hot artillery and musketry 
fusillade was kept up until about noon, 
when the Greeks on the big hill com- 
menced to retire in orderly fashion, but 
at a double-quick, The Turks were not 
firing at them, and were apparently 
ignorant of their success. 

“The irregulars tried in vain to as- 
sist the Greeks by firing at the advanc- 
ing Turks; and, in fact, throughout 
the engagement they were practically 
valueless, 

“At 12:45 p.m., the Turks attacked 
the big hill with musketry and shell 
fire. I and another correspondent re- 
ceived a volley, and five shells fell 
very close to us, besides shrapnel whis- 
tling overhead. Several shots reached 
the road beyond, designed probably to 
prevent the Greeks from sending rein- 
forcements to their left, where the 
Turks were rapidly ascending the hill. 
The Greek batteries on the right were 
now useless and almost silent, and the 
Turks on the Larissa road made no at- 
tempt to attack them. e 

“At 12:45 p.m. the attack on the right 
of the Cynoscephalae became severe. 
The Greeks were in full retreat, the 
irregulars fleeing in all directions. At 
2 o’clock the long line of Greek infan- 
try was retreating, the skyrmishers 
forming into companies, and then fall- 
ing into single file. 

“I hear that the retreat from Cynos- 

cephalae began somewhat earlier, and 
that the retreat from Pharsala toward 
Domokos earlier still Despair was 
doubtiess running down the line from 
right to left and influencing the result. 
The railway was comipletely abandoned 
and the Pyrouphli Station deserted. 
At 3 o’colck the Evzones retreated on 
Akitsi, and the remainder of the east- 
ern infantry to Alymiros. The Turks 
burned the village of Deltitis. 
_ “During the morning the foreign le- 
gion entered the engagements, probably 
The 
Turks were seen to have driven back 
the Greeks along the line extending 
from Pharsala to @ivali, turning the 
flank of the Velestino division at Cyn- 
oscephalae and rolling up the Greeks 
in two retreating masses. 

“The Turks won chiefly because they 
had field guns, whereas the Greeks 
had only mountain guns. The former 


‘also showed their tactical superiority 


by making a strong attack near the 
Cynoscephalae, where the Greeks were 
weak and without artillery. Two of the 
chief Turkish batteries were outside 
the Greek range, and the Turks seemed 
to have good sheltering rifie-pits. The 
Grek infantry stood their ground well 
under a heavy fire, especially along the 
‘center of the line of rifles. Many shells 
burst around them and overhead. 
“Gen. Smo! nski’s right. wing was 


much stronger, and could easily have 


held its position had not the left col- 
lapsed. The Greeks at Domokos and 
Almyros. will probably join forces at 
Lamia and go together by a new road 


‘to Mustapha Bey Pasha, where the next 
‘great battle should occur, though I am 


officially infermed that a stand will be 
‘made at Domokos. Thermopylae will 
doubtless be left to the fleet. The 
Cynoscephalae was the main strategic 
point of battle. The number of casu- 
alties is unknown, but in the early part 
of the day it appeared to be small.”’ 
STRONGLY INTRENCHED. 

LQNDON, May 7.—A dispatch from 
Athens says a telegram has been re- 
ceived from Prince Constantine saying: 
“Our new position at Domokos is one 
of great strength, We are resolved to 
hold it at all costs. The retreat from 
Pharsala was rendered imperative by 
the overwhelming numbers of the 
enemy, and was effected without a mis- 
hap.” 

BEATEN BACK. 


PHARSALA, May 7.gAn engage- 
ment began early today near Velestino 
and lasted several hours, the Greeks 
being finally beaten back. They have 
retreated upon Volo, sharply pursued 
by the Turks. 

CALLING ON WARSHIPS. 


VOLO, May 7.—The consuls have de- 
cided to ask the foreign warships to 
land detachments and have promised 
to protect the town. 

THE TOWN WILL FALL. 


LONDON, May 7.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Velestino dated noon yes- 
terday says: “The Turkish forces have 
reached the outskirts of Volo. As yet 
there is no confirmation of the rumors 
that the town has already fallen, but 
in any case its capture is only an 
affair of a few hours, as the defenses 
on the land side are very feeble. A 
portion of the Greek forces has re- 
treated by the_coast road to Almyros, 
from which point it will probably be 
conveyed by cea to Lamia, and rejoin 
the rest of the army at Domokos.”’ 

FDYUEM ORDERED FORWARD. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 7.—Orders 
have been telegraphed to Edhem Pasha 
to push on to Domokos immediately. 

GREEK FLEET RESTRAINED. 

ATHENS, May 7.—The Greek fleet 
at Volo has been instructed not to 
hinder the entrance of the Turks in 
order to save the town from destruc- 
tion. 

Gen. Smolenski’s artillery, engineers 
and some cavalry have proceeded to 
Almyros by sea. 

Crewds of volunteers continue to ar- 
rive here, and 2000 Italians, led by Ric- 
cotti Garibaldi, left tonight for the 
frontier. ~ 

NO INTERVENTION YET. 

ATHENS, May 7.—Evening.—The in- 
tervention communications from the 
powers have not yet been received. 
The Greek government has notified the 
powers that the Greek fleet has estab- 
‘lished an effective blockade of the 
coast of Epirus. 

SMOLENSKI AT ALMYROS. 

ATHENS, May 7.—A dispatch from 
Almyros announces that Gen. Smo- 
lenski’s brigade arrived there this 
morning, having effected a retreat from 
Velestino in good order. 

WAR EVEN UNTO DEATH. 

ATHENS, May 7.—It is said positively 
that if the powers insist upon the with- 
drawal of the Greek troops from Crete 
as a condition of mediation, Greece 
will reply that she prefers war, even to 
extermination. 

PRIVATE NEWS OF ROYALTY, _. 

LONDON, May 7.—The Rome ‘cortre-

spendent of the Daily Mail says: “‘Pri- 


caped eensorship shows the positions of 
royalty there to be more perilous than 
ever. The members of the royal family 
rarely leave the palace, and their por- 
traits have been withdrawn from the 
public view. When the Queen and 
Princesses visit the hospital they are 
openly insulted in the streets. The pal 
ace is watched by revolutionary agents, 
lest Their Majesties should attempt to 
flee from the country. 
MONEY IN DEPOSITION. 

BERLIN. May 7.—The Lokal An- 
zeiger says that the King of Greece has 
formally asked the mediation of the 
Emperor of Russia. It asserts that the 
question of abdication turns on financial 
considerations. When King George 
came to the crown it Was agreed that 
if deposed he should Bave an allow- 
ance of £24,000 yearly, but only one- 
third of that amount if he should ad- 
dicate. 

WILL SUE IF SUCCESSFUL. 

COPENHAGEN, May 7.—The Athens 
correspondent of the Politiken reports 
that he has interviewed an aide-de- 
camp of King George, who says: “Since 
the loss of Larissa the Greeks have 
totally broken down. They have no 
equipment, neither food nor tents. They 
have to stop in the open in the coldest 
nights. If Greece obtains even a trifling 
success she will sue for peace.” 

TURKEY PURGING HERSELF. 

LONDON, May 7.—A dispatch to the 
Timee from Constantinople says “To- 
day (Friday) the ambassadors pro- 
tested to the Porte against the large 
number of expulsions of Greek sub- 
jects. The Porte, in replying. declares 
that the purpose of the expulsions is to 
purge Constantinople and other sea- 
ports of Greek riffraff that has oc- 
cumulated under extra-territorial priv- 
ileges, and denies that any @seful per- 
sons have been expelled, though ad- 
mitting that executive zeal may some- 
times be mistaken.” 

RECALLING FROM CRETE. 

ATHENS, May 7.—The government 
has decided to recall twenty-five offi- 
cers and two companies of sappers from 
Crete. 

NURSES AND GARIBALDIANS. 

NEW YORK. May 7.—A Herald spe- 
cial from Corfu says: “Twenty Rus- 
sian hospital nurses who arrived re- 
cently received orders to proceed to the 
Piraeus. They have just left here. 
About eighty Garibaldians arrived and 
have proceeded to Athens. The Ba- 
sileus Georgios has sailed for North 
Albania.”’ 

DISPATCH TO THE PORTE 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 7.—The 
Turkish government has received. the 
following official dispatch from Phar- 
sala: “At dawn the imperial troops 
attacked the enemy occupying Phar- 
sala, from which place a portion of 
the Greek troops have already begun 
to retreat during the night, defeated 
them and captured the town. A di- 
vision of cavalry pursued the enemy 
on the road to Domokos and the di- 
vision of Khard Pasha -has been or- 
dered to -advanee in -that direction. 
The Greeks left ammunition and pro- 
visions at Pharsala.”’ 3 

GREEK BRIGADES MISSING. 

ATHENS, May 7.—No news has been 
received of the whereabouts of Gen. 
Smolenski, whose brigade of Greek 
troops was last heard of as engaged 
with the Turks at Velestino, the latter 
apparently attempting to prevent him 
from retreating upon Volo or Almyros. 
The government ordered the squadron 
to send several torpedo boats to obtain 
news from the missing brigades. 

A panic prevails at Lamia, on the 
Gulf of Lamia, now the base of sup- 
plies for the Greek forces at Domokos. 
Many inhabitants are fleeing, fearing 
an attack by the Turks. Three vessels 
brought refugees from Lamia to the 
Piraeus yesterday evening. 

MANY WOUNDED MOSLEMS.

Today Jacobi and Lilienthal, a commit- 
tee of wine manufacturers who ap- 
peared before the Ways and Means 
Committee, arrived in the city and en- 
tered a protest against a reduction in 
the rates on still wines frém 50 to 30 
cents. They will spend some days at 
work with the Senators in this connec- 
tion, and hope to secure some substan- 
tial support. 

Krom San Francisco comes a vigorous 
protest against the alteration of the 
provision permitting bottling in bond. 
In this’ class of goods, San Francisco 
firms have built up a substantial trade 
with Central and South America and 
the Pacific Islands. By reason of the 
withdrawal of the privilege of bottling 
in bond from all except distillers, -a 
large number of firms in San Francisco 
will suffer a material loss. 

Appeals for the abrogation of the 
treaty on behalf of sugar-beet pro- 
ducers and prospective producers con- 
tinue to come to Senator Perkins from 
all parts of the State. They are prin- 
cipally from boards of supervisors of 
various sugar-beet counties. 

The committeemen having in charge 
citrus-fruit matters expect to be joined 
here soon by other Californians. They 
won a decided victory, while other sec- 
tions, like Fresno, represented by Dem- 
ocratic Congressmen, or the prune dis- 
tricts of Santa Cjara, represented by 
Loud, who is now out of the city, suf- 
fered severely.

The Retroactive Clause Means Half 
a Million Dollars.

WASHINGTON, May  7.—[Special 


Dispatch.] “The retroactive clause in 
the Dingley Tariff Bill, although

TIERNEY FED SEARLES’s 
SERVANTS WELL. 


The Sugar Trust Secretary De- 
murred to the Cost of Ranning 
the Kitchen — Discharged His 
Housekeeper Who Gets a Ver- 
dict.

NEW YORK, May 7.—[{Special Dis- 
patch.] John E. Searles, secretary 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, was today ordered to pay Mrs. 
Eliza J. Tierney, his former house- 
keeper, the sum of $390.69 for salary 
and loss of time. The case was tried 
in the Supreme Court at Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Tierney made a contract with 
Searles in May last to become house- 
keeper of his summer home at Buz- 
zard’s Bay, Mass. Some slight unpleas- 
antness seems to have arisen between 
the sugar magnate and his housekeeper 
over the internal economy of the estab- 
lishment, and especially with regard to 
the kitchen. 

Mrs. Tierney testified that on June 
15 Mr. Searles came to her and said: 
“See here, Mrs. Tierney,.I don’t like the 
Way you are feeding the servants. I 
don’t think they should have the same 
food as that served to myself and the 
family. Stop giving them such expen- 
sive meals. Give them mutton and 
beef stews and such like.” 

Then Mrs. Tierney claims that when 
she demurred and expressed repugnance 
of eternal stews, even for servants, 
Searles said: “Well, I don’t like the 
way you are running things - anyhow. 
Here is a check for $100, and you had 
better go.”’ 

Searles on the stand denied any predi- 
lection for a predominance of stews in 
the kitchen, and stated that he dis- 
charged Mrs. Tierney because she made 
trouble for the servants. However, de- 
spite this statement, the jury awarded 
Mrs. Tierney the verdict. 


UNION PACIFIC LIEN. 


Considerable Testimony Taken—Bet 
Against Immediate Foreclosure.

OMAHA (Neb.,) May 7.—General So- 
licitor Kelly of the Union Pacific sys- 
tem will return within the néxt few 
days from New York, where he has 
been engaged for a month past in 
legal matters connected with the fore- 
closure of the government's lien on the 
Union Pacific Railway.

not take place this year. I understand 
that Master Cornish has been in New 
York taking testimony from holders of 
various liens against the Union Pa- 
cific, other than that of the govern- 
ment. It will be some time before 
the master will give his report on the 
cases to the court. Even if these re- 
ports were accepted by all parties con- 
cerned and at once confirmed by the 
Federal courts, it would take a month 
or more, but it is pretty well under- 
stood that there will be protests from 
the holders of certain liens. There are 
even those who are almost willing to 
wager that the foreclosure sale of the 
Union Pacific will never take place’ at 
all. The receivership may, they argue, 
be terminated within a year, or possi- 
bly somewhat less time, but the road 
will be operated by the owners in the 
way they think most profitable.”

ST. LOUIS (Mo., )May 7.—The dis- 
ciples of Jahn turned out in full force 
today at the fair grounds, where the 
twenty-seventh annual Turner fest is 
being held. The weather was perfect. 
A crowd of not less than 35,000 persons 
witnessed the contests. 

The forenoon was taken up with class 
contests of the “actives,” who made a 
fine appearance in thir gray uniforms. 
During the contests there were fully 
three thousand Turners on the field at 
one time. Their work in handling the 
steel wands and putting the sixteen- 
pound shot was a revelation to novices. 

In marking the classes in wand-work 
the judges give so many points for ac- 
curacy and form. These marks, as 
well as those made in all other contests, 
are averaged up, and the class making 
the highest average wins. For this 
reason, added to the reticence of the 
judges and the great number of Turn- 
ers contesting, it will be impossible to 
announce the winners before Sunday. 

Several good records were made to- 
day. In putting the shot with the right: 
hand, T. Sauers of the Dayton, O., 
Turngemeinde covered 37 feet,’ and 
Steve: Reprecht of the South Side 
Turngemeinde of Chicago threw the 
shot 31 ft. 7 in. with his left hand. 
These were the best records made. 

The best records for the high wide 
jump made today was by Julius Ser- 
nitz of the Chicago Turngemeinde, who 
covered 12 feet in distance and 4 ft. 2 
in, in height. 

Hundred-yard .races were a part of 
the morning programme, each member 
of every Turner society being obliged to 
run. The usual Turner costumes were 
worn by the contestants, who were fur- 
ther handicapped by having to wear 
smooth-soled shoes. It took several 
hours to run these races, four or five 
men running in each heat. The time 
was taken by an electrical device, and 
a picture of the finish of each heat was 
taken at the same time.

Sanctions, Transfers and Appoint- 
ment—Privileges Restored. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] | 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 7.—A bulletin 
was issued today by the California As- 
sociated Cycling Clubs, appointing Hal 
Freeman of Fresno handicapper for the 
San Joaquin Valley; granting sanctions 
for May 9 to the Velodrome at San 
Francisco and on May 30 to the Gardén 
City Cyclers of San José. Bert Elford 
of Oakland and 8S. D. Loucks of Po- 
mona are transferred to the profes- 
sional class at their own request under 
clause A. 

All existing suspensions and restric- 
tions imposed by the League of Amer- 
ican Wheelmen on tracks and racing 
men in California on account of Sun- 
day racing are declared terminated, and 
sanction privileges are restored to the 
tracks at Santa Monica and Agricul- 
tural Park, Los Angeles.

LONDON, May 7.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The farewell banquet given this 
evening by the American Society in 
London to Mr. Bayard, former Ambas- 
sador of the United States, was at- 
tended by 270 guests. The company in- 
cluded Ambassador Hay, Mrs. Hay and 
all the members of the American em- 
bassy, the Lord Bishop of London, 
Baron Russell of Killowen, the Lord 
Chief Justice, Sir Francis and Lady 
Jeune, Sir Edwin Arnold, Sir Henry 
Thomas, Lady Randolph Churchill, 
Lady Anderson, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Vivian and Miss Genevieve Ward, the 
actress. But there was a notable ab- 
sence of a majority of the best-known 
Americans residing in London. 

Mr. Bayard had a cordial reception, 
He brought with him the log of the 
Mayflower, which he deposited in its 
glass case in the reception-room, where 
it instantly became the center of at- 
traction. He took Mrs. Hay in to 
dinner, Ambassador Hay taking in 
Lady Jeune. 

The dining-room was prettily deco- 
rated with flowers and banners; the 
Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack 
being entwined about the arms of the 
State of Delaware, above Mr. Bayard. 

The Lord. Bishop of London, in a 
felicitous speech, proposed the héalth 
of the President of the United States. 
Newton Crane toasted the guests of the 
evening. Ambassador Hay comially 
— all his eulogies of Mr. Bay- 
ar 

During the presentation of the loving 
cup, which is in the form of a pump- 
kin, surmounted by a bust of Mr. Bay- 
ard, Mr. and Mrs. Bayard were visibly 
affected. Mr. Bayard, on rising re- 
spond to Mr. Crane’s sentiments, was 
greeted with a storm of applause. He 
spoke for an hour, slowly and impres- 
sively. He said in part: | 

“There is nothing we desire to conceal 
except a strange shamefacedness that 
tempts us to restrain the love each feels 
for the other, but there never should 
be a strain of doubt as to that affec- 
tion between the heads of the two 
countries. No man feels this more 
than my illustrious successor. If I 
ever was worth a button, I have here 
a better button to put in my place. I 
rejoice in my successor; for he is as 
fair as I have always sought to be.’”’ 

Mr. Bayard insisted eloquently that- 
there was no cause of quarrel between 
the two nations, and after a few words 
of graceful and touching farewell, con- 
cluded with a happy reference to the 
log of the Mayflower. 

Baron Russell, in proposing the 
health of Ambassador Hay said: “The 
United States have sent us their best 
men to represent them; and we have 
no doubt that the chain will remain” 
unbroken. To Ambassador Hay we 
will give the heartiest of welcomes, for 
we believe that he is the harbinger of 
peace and good-will to all.” This toast 
was received with great enthusiasm. 

Col. Hay, responding, said: 

“When your chairman kindly invited 
me to be present tonight, and when Mr. 
Bayard added the sanction of his own 
friendly request, I could not but avail 
myself of the opportunity to pass so de- 
lightful an evening in your company. I 
stipulated, however, that I was to come 
not in any official capacity, but simply 
as an American temporarily resident in

“T have always been, and fancy I am 
now, cordially opposed to Mr. Bayard 
on almost every matter of public con- 
cern upon which men of good-will may 
differ; but I have always been happy 
and proud of his personal friendship. I 
have shared the pleasure all his friends 
have taken in observing the unexam- 
pled affection and purity-which he had 
conquered in England. ey are suc- 
cesses so complete that they can .pro- 
voke neither envy nor emulation.

FARMHAND WILLIAM POUCH A 
COLD-BLOODED FIEND. 


Is Lodged by His Former Employer, 
Alexander Harris, Living South 
of Waukeska, Wis. 


MURDERS HIM NEXT MORNING. 


WOUNDS THE FARMER’S WIFE AND 
HIRED MAN AND GIRL. 


Ater Shooting Down the Two Men 
in the Barnyard, He Has the Wo- 
men Serve Him with Break- 
fast—A Hot Pursuit. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MILWAUKEE, May 7.—Alexander 
Harris, a farmer living five miles south 
of Waukeshah on the Mukwanago 
road, and his wife were murdered this 
morning, the hired man and the hired 
girl were also wounded. The crime 
Was committed, it is supposed, by 
William Pouch, a farmhand. Pouch 
worked for Harris about two year ago. 
he was 
given lodgings over night. After break- 
fast this morning Pouch started to 
walk toward the door. Before Mrs. 
Harris realized what was about to hap- 
pen, he wheeled around and shot her 
in the breast. Then he fired at the hired 
girl. The farmer’s wife died soon after- 
ward. The hired girl has a chance of 
recovery. 

About 5 o’clock Harris and the hired 
man went to the yard to milk the 
cows, Mrs. Harris and the girl prepar- 
ing breakfast. Pouch left his room 
quietly, and going to the yard bade 
the men there good-morning. Harris 
and the hired man were sitting on 
stools near each other. Pouch drew a 
revolver and fired at the farmer, kill- 
ing him. He then shot the hired man, 
inflicting a probably ‘fatal wound. 
Pouch then walked leisurely to the 
kitchen. He told Mrs. Harris that her 
husband would not be in for a few 
minutes and he would eat his break- 
fast at once. The women waited upon 
the murderer, who semed to relish his 
meal. After he had finished eating he 
shot at them and rode away on a bi- 
cycle, A posse of farmers is in hot 
pursuit. The farmers are greatly ex- 
cited and enraged, and should they 
get hold of the murderer he undoubt- 
edly will be lynched. 

The supposition of the authorities is 
that Pouch is either insane or com- 
mitted the murders in order to hide the 
evidence of another crime. The man- 
ner in which the murders were ¢com- 
mitted shows plainly that Pouch de- 
liberately arranged his plans. Harris 
was quite well-to-do. Pouch worked 
for him in the summer of 1895, but 
nothing had occured, as far as known, 
to cause enmity betwen them... Pouch 
is 20 years of age. The name of the 
hired man is Nelson McHolt, and the 
girl is Helen Vesbach. 

The latest reports _state that Mrs. 
Harris was not instantly killed. as @rst 
stated, and may recover. There is lit- 
tle hope for Nelson McHolt, the hired 
man, and Helen Vesbach, the girl. 


HOLY WAR. 


Many Priests Found Among the 
Rebels in Ecuador. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 7.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Panama _ says the 
revolution in Ecuador, according .to 
advices received, seems to be in the 
nature of a holy war. Among the lead- 
ers of the rebels are many priests. The 
uprising, which started in the prov- 
inces of Canar and Chimborazo, while 
not as serious as thought at first, is 
still causing some apprehension. There 
has been no considerable movement so 
far as known in the other provinces in 
the game direction, but the trouble 
continues in the two provinces named. 

In the attack on the city of Rio 
Bamba, a few days ago, the rebelse met 
with heavy reverses. A Jesuit su- 
perior, who was with the rebels, was 
killed, and two of the principal leaders 
of the rebels, Chiroboga and Costales, 
were taken prisoners. Eighty-three 
others were captured, among them 
thirty-two priests. The rebels are re- 
celving the aid of small factions of 
Liberals who are discontented with 
prevailing conditions.

North Pacific Coast. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 

NEW YORK, May 7.—The World says 
an exploring party under the leadership 
of Prof. Frank Boaz, the noted scientist 
and explorer of the American museum 
of Natural history, is about to under- 
take an extensive systematic explora- 
tion among the inhabitants of the coast 
of the North Pacific Ocean, between the 
Amoor River in Asia and the Columbia 
River in America. 

The funds for this important under- 
taking have been generously provided 
by Morris K. Jessup, the president of 
the museum, who has done so much 
already for the advancement of science 
and for furthering the work of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
of this city. The expedition will be a 
costly one. 

Mr. Jessup has pledged himself to 
give $100,000 for the development of the 
scheme. In 1895 he fitted out the Peary 
relief expedition, which extended 
needed assitance to Lieut. Peary and 
thus resulted in important additions to 
our knowledge of Northern Greenland 
and in valuable contributions to the 
museum. The explorations on the 
coasts of the Northern Pacific Ocean 


‘are intended to cover a period of six 


years, during which time the investi- 
gations are to be carried on in both 
Asia and America. 

Prof. Boaz said yesterday: ‘There 
are few problems that are of greater 
importance to our knowledge of the 
early history of the American race than 
its relations to the races of the old 
world. It has never before been taken 
up in a_ svstematic manner. Some 
writers maintain that American culture 
has grown up spontaneously; others as- 
sert recognition of traces of Asiatic cul- 
ture in America. The field of research 
is a vast one, and it is expected that 
the enterprise will lead to results which 
will clear up many obscure points re- 
garding the early history of the Amer- 
ican race.”’ 


SENATOR HANNA ILL. 


SEIZED WITH VERTIGO RESULTING 
FROM OVERWORK. 


From Early Morning Until Late at 
Night Applicants for Office Have 
Camped Upon His Trail—Ficsh 
and Blood Couldn’t Staud it. 
Will Take a Rest. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The first 
victim scored by the on-rush of the 
army of office-seekers is no less a per- 
sonage than Mark Hanna himself, and 
the junior Senator from Ohio, after 
standing the strain of a long political 
campaign, has broken down under the 
rush of applicants for office. 

Following out his plan of campaign, 
Mr. Hanna has kept open house at the 
national headquarters in the Glover 
building, at his apartments in the Ar- 
lington and even at the Senate itself. 
From early in the morning until late 
at night the applicants for office have 
camped upon his trail. Mr. Hanna has 
been engaged not only in looking after 
the prelimnaries of his own Sena- 
torial campaign in Ohio, but also in 
adjusting differences in other States 
and in fulfilling multitudinous vague 
promises made. But mortal flesh and 
blood were not made to bedr up suc- 
cessfully’ against the persistent de- 
mands of hungry hordes of office-seek- 
ers. The result has been that Mr. 
Hanna, who was the picture of health, 
has at last broken down under the 
atrain. 

While at the office of the National 
Committee yesterday, he was seized 
with vertigo which prostrated him for 
a short time. This was not a seri- 
ous attack, being in every respect like 
one with which he was visited in Cleve- 
land during the days of the campaign 
last summer. The usual restoratives 
were applied, and Mr. Hanna, in spite 
of the protests of friends and physi- 
cians, was driven to the Senate cham- 
ber to cast his vote in favor of the 
arbitration treaty. When this duty 
was accomplished, Senator Hanna re- 
turned to the hotel. He was obliged 
to keep to his room until late in the 
afternoon, but announced’ to his close 
friends that he had detremined to go 
to Cleveland today or Saturday. When 
he arrives at his home he expects to 
take a needed rest for a week or so. 

The prostration which came here is 
not a serious one, but it is the direct 
result of overwork. His physicians 
have warned him that he cannot con- 
tinue to hold conversation with all 
office-seekers.

TWENTY VICTIMS OF THE PARIS 
HOLOCAUST BURIED. 


Churches Where the Ceremonies 
Took Place Crowded with Peo- 
ple—The Duc d’Aumale Dies on 

Hearing of the Death of the 
Duchesse d’Alencon.

SHOCK KILLED HIM. 

PARIS, May 7.—The Duc d’Aumale 
died yesterday at Succo, Sicily, of the 
shock experienced on hearing of the 
death of the Duchesse d’Alencon. The 
immediate cause was cardiac apoplexy. 
The relationship of the Duchesse 
d’Alencon and the Duc d’Aumale was 
that of uncle and niece by marriage. 
Princess Clementine of Orange, wife of 
Price Auguste of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha, and sister of Duc d’Aumale, at 
whose villa at Succo she had been stay- 
ing for some time, is very ill. The 
Princess is 80 years of age. 

It is rumored that the Duc d’Aumale 
bequeathed all his estate in Sicily to 
the Duchess Aosta. 


The Duke Knew Nothing. 


LONDON, May 7.—The South African 
Committee of the House of Commons, 
which is inquiring into the Transvaal 
raid, had another session today. The 
Duke of Abercorn, president of the 
Chartered Company of British South 
Africa, was examined. He said the 
board of directors of the company had 
no knowledge whatever thet the raid 
was going to occur, or suspicion of any 
intention on the part of any one to use 
the Chartered Company’s forces against 
the Transvaal. 


The Costa Rica Boundary. 


MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) May 7.—The 
Niearaguan commission of engineers 
has started for Greytown-to meet there 
the Costa Rica commissioners. and 
then, with.

SHELLED THE TRAINS. 

LONDON, May 8.—A dispatch to the 
Morning Post from Lamia says: “On 
the Greeks withdrawing from Veles- 
tino, a Turkish battery, which had ad- 
vanced unobserved from the further 
side of the railway, suddenley shelled 
the train conveying the wounded, and 
another which had just arrived from 
Volo. Five shells fell exceedingly close 
before the train with the wounded. 
The spectators and the volunteers on 
the platform stampeded. I proceeded 
with the wounded to Volo. and then by 
steamer to Stylida, near Lamia. where 
1000 troops landed today (Friday.)” 

GERMANY'S CLOG DANCE. 

LONDON, May 7.—It is stated there 
that Germany still clogs the negotia- 
tions ‘for mediation by the powers by 
insisting upon the evacuation of Crete, 
and the unconditional acceptance by 
Greece of such terms as the powers ap- 
prove. 

RALLI AND THE KING. 

LONDON, May 7.—The correspond- 
ent of the Daily News at Athens says: 
“It is persistently rumored that a Cabi- 
net crisis is impending. M. Ralli and 
his colleagues advocate energetic prep- 
arations to continue the struggle, while 
the King desires to avoid further 
bloodshed.”’ 

THE ROAD WIDE OPEN. 

LONDON, May 8.—The news from 
the seat of war is still somewhat con- 
fused as to the exact positions of 
the Greeks, but it appears that Gen. 
Smolenski, at Almyros or Domokos, is 
not in a geographically strong posi- 
tion. 

The Turks have full control of the 
road leading from Thessaly to the 
valley of Spherchois and Lamia by the 
Mochluka Pass, while no obstacle ex- 
ists to prevent them from advancing 
by Turka Pass and cutting off all com- 
munication with Domokos and l.amia. 
At no point during the retreat from 
Pharsala on Wédnesday was there any- 
thing like a rout, although the ranks 
were moved by the Turkish shrapnel. 
The Turkish lines advanced quietly and 
irresistibly, the gaps closing up in- 
stantly as if the men were not only 
indifferent, but actually unconscious of 
the fire.

at Pharsala said that the Greeks 
hardly made a pause after entering the’ 
town, the retreat beginning almost im- 
mediately. They left behind them 
great quantities of army biscuits, 2800 
shells, a large store of musketry and 
ammunition, but they took their field 
guns. The retreat was not the result of 
a general plan, for the position could 
not have been carried without enor- 
mous loss. Therefore their sudden re- 
treat must have been due to the fact 
that the troops could no longer be 
trusted to fight, even from the strong- 
est positions. Real soldiers would not 
have quitted the Greek positions with- 
out terrible resistance. The Greek loss 
is estimated at 250. 
_ The streets of Pharsala are now full 
of Turkish soldiery chatting gaily and 
drinking eagerly at the wells. All the 
adjoining villages are deserted, except 
by old men who have taken refuge in 
the churches. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S FLUNK. 


Open Expression of Sympathy With 
the Bloody-handed Turk. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, May 7.—[{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the House of Commons today, 
in the Committee of Supply on the For- 
eign Office Allowances, William 8. 
Robinson, Liberal, moved to reduce the 
Marquis of Salisbury, the Premier and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, by £500, 
for the purpose of raising a debate on 
the eastern question. 

After several Liberal members had 
criticised the action of the government 
in the eastern crisis, the Parliamentary 
Secretary for the Foreign Office, George 
N. Curzon, warmly defended Great Brit- 
ain for her part in the concert, and 
blamed the provocation of the Greeks, 
saying that the attitude of the Chris- 
tians in Crete was due to the presence 
of the Greek force. Curzon further 
said that the withdrawal of the Turk- 
ish troops in Crete would be the pre- 
lude to a massacre of the Mussulmans, 
compayed with which the Armenian 
massacres would sink into insignifi- 
cance. Continuing, Curzon remarked 
that the day the Turks withdrew would 
be the dawn of brighter prospects for 
Crete. 

Regarding affairs in the mainland of 
Greece, Curzon said that there were 
few persons who did not know on which 
side the provocation rested, but, he 
added, the chastisement had been so 
terrible that he would not say any 
more on the subject. The Turks, he as- 
serted, had exercised considerable self- 
restraint before they accepted the chal- 
lenge, and the powers had carried their 
conciliatory attitude toward the Greeks 
almost to the point of weakness. They 
now express their willingness to medi- 
ate with Turkey if Greece will express 
her willingness to accept mediation. 

The motion to reduce the salary of the 
Marquis of Salisburv was then re- 
jected by a vote of 169 to 63.

May 7.—With a 
box containing two hundred pounds of 
dynamite on fire, ten feet away from 
him, John Thomas, a boy who runs a 
compressed-air hoisting engine in the 
Tamarack mine, stuck to his post and 
saved the lives of the men at work 
in the mine, by his bravery.

CROWDED CITIES AND IDLE LANDS. 

The following reply by the New 
York Times to one of a series of ques- 
tions propounded to its editor by a 
“Social, Labor and Colonization Com- 
mittee” of that city contains several 
truths well expressed. The question 
asked was: “Do you believe that if 
the government offered legal induce- 
ments to distribute the populace from 
the overcrowded industrial centers, by 
colonizing the idle Jands, that it would 
greatly aid the social and labor prob- 
lems?” To this rather 
structed question the Times: made reply 
as follows: 


“Most of them couldn’t be hired to 
leave the cities. Those that were colo- 
nized on the ‘idle lands’ would either 
die of starvation or thirst or would 
drift back to the cities in sad destitu- 
tion. The colonization of farm lands 
would succeed only under the most fa- 
vorable conditions as to land and peo- 
ple. George Washington said that 
farming was the noblest and most in- 
dependent occupation of man. The 
‘populace’ of the industrial centers 
have no such high opinion of it. The 
most degraded of them take a pitiful 
pleasure in ridiculing farmers as “jays,’ 
‘Reubens’ and ‘hayseeds.’ ‘The truth 
about most of the unemployed of the 
cities Is that they haven't spunk and 
breadth enough to make a living on a 
farm.

It is not necessary to point out to 
intelligent readers of Ture Tives how 
vast would be the disaster to California 
should the Suvar Trust succeed in 
throttling this infant industry, which 
holds out such great promise for the 
development of the State. Hitherto 


California has lacked rural industries 


to exchange city life for a country life 
if they were offered a chance to make 
themselves self-sustaining.

NOT THE ONLY ONE. 

It would seem as if the Paris holo- 
caust, while as grewsome as any one 
might desire, is not the first nor the 
worst affair of the kind on record. On 
the 8th of December, 1863, a church 
festival was given in the cathedral at 
Santiago, Chile, by the benevolent 
Catholic ladies of that city. Had it 
been given in the day time a terrible 
catastrophe would ‘have been averted. 
But it was held in the evening, and 
the galleries of the church were decor- 
ated with flags banners and streamers 
of every possible description. 

The cathedral was the largest bulld- 
ing of the kind in all the Western 
World. Just how many it would hold 
is not known, but it is estimated that 
there were 8500 people in the building 
when the catastrophe took place, 
which was nearly an hour after the 
festivities had begun. The wind blew 
some of the banners into the gaslights, 
and instantly the whole interior of the 
church was a mass of flames. There 
were but two doors to the church, 
whereas six would hardly have been 
sufficient for an occasion of this sort. 
The people surged and rushed toward 
the doors as the burning scarfs fell 
upon them and communicated the fire 
to their clothing. The angry and ex- 
cited mob trampled down weak women 
and little children. The flames came 
on with angry roar, and such a scene 
of horror and dismay was never be- 
fore or since witnessed in any other 
fair land of earth. The Paris horror 
is the nearest aproach to it. 

There were 1403 bodies taken from 
the ruins on the following day, and 200 
more men and women who were alive 
and well on the day of the disaster 
were never seen alive since that night, 
so that the loss of life foots up over 
sixteen hundred. Added to this were 
over’ five thousand badly burned or 
maimed, many of whom were made 
cripples for life. The anniversary of 
that day is made by the laws of Chile 
a day of fasting and prayer. It is now 
more than thirty years since it hap- 
pened, but the mournful day is still 
observed with the greatest solemnity. 

We cannot be too careful in build- 
ing our houses of worship to give the 
public plenty of doorways and other 
means of egress in cases like the 
above. The erection of all cheap and 
temporary buildings for purposes of 
this sort should be prohibited by law. 
Another thing that should be pro- 
hibited and punished wherever it is 
attempted, is the placing of chairs in 
the aisles of churches and theaters 
whenever there is an unusual attrac- 
tion of any sort, It should be made 
a matter of fine and imprisonment, no 
matter who may be the offending par- 
ties. The only way to prevent scenes 
of horror like those in Paris and San- 
tiago is to throw all possible safe- 
guards around the public and punish 
severely every approach at their viola- 
tion.

For Invading the Rural Precincts of 
Happy Valley. 

The Land Committee, consistitig of 
Councilmen Hutchison, Mathuss and 
Ashman, held a meeting yesterday to 
consider the protest of.102 residents of 
Happy Valley against the action of 
Poundmaster Vacher in impounding 
fifteen milch cows belonging to Dairy- 
man Rowlard of that district.

@ general denial of the charge of hav- 
ing exceeded their authority in taking 
up Rowland’s cattle. The evidence 


-tended to show that the two boys, in 


their eagerness to rake in a good bunch 
of fees for one trip, caught the dairy- 
man’s herd on the grassy road of 
Happy Valley, as it was being driven 
home at night. The herder had gone 
into a yard to tie up two cows while 
the rest of the cows were drinking at a 
watering trough, and in his absence the 
two boys pounced upon the cattle and 
ran them off as hard as they could go. 

Vacher’s bright young deputies said 
that they did not drive the cows any 
faster than was necessary to prevent 
them returning to their homes, but that 
saving gait was a lively gallop. They 
did not know that Rowland leased 
twenty-five acres of pasture land ex- 
tending on both sides of the road, but 
whoo up the cows for the pound.

New Street Signs. 

Representatives of the Wabash Guide 
and Sign Company appeared before the 
Board of Public Works yesterday for 
the purpose of showing their patent 
street signs.

ON BUT LITTLE EVIDENCE. 


An Old Soldier Said He Thought a 
Five-dollar Bill Weed Had 
Looked Like One He Had Lost.

Wood was held to answer by Justice 
Witherill of Redondo on a charge of 
robbing John D. Rowse, ap 4ld soldier, 
and in default of his bail, which had 
been fixed at $1000, he had been placed 
in the County Jail. Deputy. Dist.-Atty. 

coComas remembered the case after it 
had been called to his attention. He had 
conducted the examination before Jus- 
tice Witherell, but as the papers had 
not been sent to the District Attorney's 
office, the matter had slipped from 
memory. 

The motion to discharge the defen- 
dant was taken under advisement by 
Judge Smith, and the case was contin- 
ued until this morning. McComas said 
yesterday that he would not oppose the 
motion, as there was not evidence 
enough to convict Wood of the crime 
with which he is charged. Under those 
circumstances there is little doubt but 
what Wood will be released today. The 
story of arrest and examination, as told 
by McComas, is as follows: 

Wood and Rowse were both in Re- 
dondo in last March. Rowse got on a 
spree and when he “came to” the next 
morning discovered that he did not 
have the money he possessed the night 
before. A piece of tobacco was also 
missing. Part of the money he could 
not find was in currency. This cur- 
rency Rowse had obtained the night 
before at a saloon kept by one Brown, 
in exchange for coin. 

The morning after Rowse’s spree, 
Wood bought a drink at Brown's place 
and gave a five dollar bill in payment 
for it. Brown thought it looked like 
one of those he had given Rowse the 
night before. Chief of Police E. P. 
Maxey was called and arrested Wood. 
He searched the prisoner and found 
more money and a piece of tobacco on 
his person. Maxey said Wood told him 
the tobacco was given to him by 
Rowse. 

On the examination Brown, one 
Joseph Rossene and Thomas Granville 
all testified that if they had not seen 
the five-dollar bill before they had seen 
one very like to it circulating around 
the wharf for some time. Rowse said 
it looked very much like the one he had 
the night before, and the old soldier was 
also of the opinion that the plug of 
tobacco found on Wood looked very 
familiar. Rowse said he had never, to 
the best of his memory, seen Wood be- 
fore the examination. Wood put for- 
ward no defense, and was held to an- 
swer to the Superior Court.

In response to the question as to 
whether or not he had ever adminis- 
tered morphine to Mrs. Snitzer, he re- 
plied in the affirmative. 

“Did her arms indicate to you that 
morphine had been used before?” was 
asked. 

“There was evidence of it,” was Dr. 
Pierce’s answer. 

Dr. N. H. Morrison of this city was 
on the witness stand for some time. He 
had treated Mrs. Snitzer both before 
and after the time of the accident. He 
gave her morphine, but in small quan- 
tities, and only when she was in pain. 
If there was any evidence of former 
semnctions on her arms he did not no- 

e it. 


The deposition of James N, Martin, 
the conductor of the train on which 
Mrs. Snitzer was riding at the time of 
the collision, was read. It contained 
the following statements: After the 
accident he went to each of the passen- 
gers to see if they had been hurt in any 
way. He asked Mrs. Snitzer her name 
and address, and looked at her trans- 
portation. He then asked her if she 
had received any injury from the acci- 
dent or had lost anything, to which she 
answered “No injury; nothing lost.” 
The trial of the case will be resumed in 
Department Four this morning.

Two Drunken Prise Fighters Wake 
Up and Find Themselves in Bed 
; with a Corpse.

Ghastly Termination of a Drunken 
Orgie in a Commercial-street 
f Lodging-house — Startling 
Disclosures Expected. 


Billy Gallagher, prize-fighter, and 
Theodore Cantwell, boxing instructor, 
are locked in the City Prison awaiting 
the result of the Coroner’s inquest in 
the case of Mollie Phelan, a woman of 
the town, who was found dead in bed 
with the two prisoners at an early hour 
yesterday morning. 

The circumstances of the case, as far 
as they have been ascertained, are 
shocking in the extreme. The werl- 
known disreputability of the principal 
characters does not abate, but rather 
augments the horror of the thing. 

Conflicting stories are told by those 
presumably in possession of the facts, 
each endeavoring to throw the blame 
on some one else. However, the main 
truths are admitted by all concerned, 
and here is the story: 

At some time during the night of 
Thursday, or the early Friday morning 
hours, Gallagher, Cantwell and the 
woman Mollie Phelan went to bed to- 
gether in the Richmond lodging- 
house on Commercial street. They 
were all very drunk at the time of re- 
tiring, and it is reasonable to believe 
that.the woman had been subjected to 
some exceedingly hard treatment either 
at the hands of her companions or 
from some other person or persons un- 
known. Her body as it lies stretched 
out on a slab at the morgue bears many 
evidences of this rough handling. The 
throat, chest, face and body present 
numerous black and blue _ bruises, 
which tell of some trying physical or- 
deal through which she passed immedi- 
ately prior to-her death. 

According to the statements of both 
prisoners it was about 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning when Cantwell sprang 


the woman-was dead. He had drawn 
the corpse to his embrace, in a half 
drunken vey and, receiving no re- 
sponse to his caresses, proceeded to 
investigate. The body was cold and 
stiff. Gallagher, lying on the side of 
the bed furthest from the woman, was 
aroused from his drunken stupor and, 
as soon as the horrible nature of the 
Situation dawned upon the two men 
they rushed out upon the street and 
gave the alarm. The authorities were 
immediately notified and in a short 
time the woman's body was in the 
morgue and the men behind the bars. 

The prisoners were wisely placed in 
separate cells, so that there has been 
no possibility of their entering into a 
sober agreement in explanation of the 
affair. Their stories as told at the 
prison are widely at variance, : 

Gallagher says he had been drinking 
heavily for several days in company 
with Cantwell; that early in the even- 
ing of Thursday he went to Cantwell’s 
room and went to bed. He declares he 
doesn’t know what time his friend or 
the woman came in. Infact, he knew 
nothing whatever of their presence 
until he was roughly awakened about 
daylight Friday morning by Cantwell, 
who told him the woman was dead. 

This story doesn’t agree with that 
told by the other pugilist.. Cantwell 
Says the three went to his room at the 
Richmond house about 10 o'clock 
Thursday night; that all had been 
drinking heavily; that they sent out 
for more liquor. and that he and the 
woman had had a boxing set-to. He 
explains that she was something of an 
expert in the fistic art, and had always 
been after him to show her some new 
points. On this occasion he says they 
‘*boxed”’ about the room for some time, 
and that he fell against the bed post 
and cut his eye. In this way he ac- 
for the blood-spattered apart- 
ment. 

About five feet from the floor on the 
north wall of the apartment there is an 
indentation which appears to have 
been made by some one’s head. There 
are blood splotches upon the wall at 
this place, and investigation shows 
that the woman’s head was badly bat- 
tered. An autopsy held at Orr & 
Hines’s undertaking parlors showed 
that hemorrhage of the brain had been 
the immediate cause of death. 

In addition to the circumstances 
given there are others which are to be 
taken into consideration. It is known, 
for instance, that Mollie Phelan has 
long bean subject to what is known as 
“whisky fits.” She had one of these 
spells about three weeks ago and would 
have died, it is thought, but for the 
timely arrrival of the physicians. The 
woman has for many years been a hard 
drinker, and has frequently complained 
of a weak heart. The body at the 
morgue shows that she recently re- 
ceived a heavy blow square over the 
heart. 

The examination of witnesses at the 
Coroner’s inquest today is expected to 
bring out the whole truth. At present 
it is only possible to speculate and 
theorize as to the exact manner in 
which Mollie Phelan met her death. 

The dead woman has ag father in 
Albuquerque, N. M. His name is La- 
velle, and is said to be well-to-do.

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP. 


FIRST OPEN MEETING OF THE NEW 
CLUB, 


Sanicipal Ownership of Natural 
Monopolies Fully Discassed—The 
Probable Results of Such a Syea- 
tem<—Evile Wrought by the Pres- 
ent Abuses. 


The firet open meeting of the Public 
Ownership Club was held last night in 
the Temperance Temple. Rev. Burt 
Sstes Howard gave a brilliant and in- 
etructive address to a fair-sized au- 
dience, his subject being “Public Own- 
ership and Municipal Government.” 
Rev. George Hughes presided over the 
meeting, and made a brief introductory 
address, showing the reason and neces- 
sity of union for the accomplishment of 
public ownership of all monopolies. 

Dr. A. J. Stevens made the first ad- 
dress of the evening. He spoke of pub- 
ic ownership as having been practiced 
to some extent by all nations. The more 
people own in common, the more their 
common intelligence. A country g0Vv- 
erned by the people and for the people 
has a less proportion of idiots and crim- 
inals than one under the grip of a 
monopoly. The object of the present as- 


. gociation and the plan of work is to ed- 


ucate the people into the idea of own- 
ing all utilities Literature will be cir- 
culated and lectures given to this end, 
as enough facts are now at hand to 
prove the advisability of guarding the 
interests of the people against the pow- 
erful few. 

All the suffering of society is caused 
by a false system, and the people know 
‘no better than to perpetuate such a 
system. Fifty men and women like 
Robert Owen could change this whole 
false system into one of peace and har- 
mony. To prove this, the speaker cited 
instances of the success of Owen's co- 
operative experiment, made in Lanark, 
Scotiand, in 1800, and followed it with 
Statistics to show the good effects of 
this kind of a productive and distribu- 
‘tive system, and the evil attendant 
upon the present metho of the com- 
petitive system, in which men, women 
and children are made mere seconds to 
a machine. The history of ancient civ- 
jlizations, wiped out by the inevitable 
fate of despotism, was quoted to show 
the result of monopoly and the fate of 
nations in which all power and wealth 
is centered in the hands of the few. 

The reason of the present union ie to 
bring about peace and harmony = on 
earth. The people must be educated; 
the scholars in the public schools must 
have the best chance of development, 
and the only way to do this is for 
earnest workers along these lines’ to 
_— their efforts toward the one great 
end. 

After a collection had been taken up 
to defray the expenses of the meet- 
ing. Rev. Burt Estes Howard was in- 
troduced. Mr. Howard struck his key- 
note by a hearty denunciation of the 
public optimism which is one of the 
evils of the American body politic. If 
any nation in the history of the  hu- 
man race has ever been confronted 
with serious problems, ft is the Amerti- 
can people, and no nation has’ ever 
devoted less time to the serious con- 
‘Bideration of them. The problem of 
self-government makes the responei- 
bility of the American citizen the heav- 
jest the world has ever known, and re- 
quires a degree of patriotism very dif- 
ferent from that of a Fourth of July 
celebration, 

The population of the country § is 
drifting toward the aities, the popula- 
tion of American cities having in- 
creased two and one-half tmes ag fast 
as the population of the whole coun- 
try. More than one-third of our total 
population is now gathered in the 
‘cities, and the problem now is between 
congestion and digestion. This impulse 
is not felt in America alone. The un- 
precedented growth of cities is a world 
phenomenon. In view of these facte, 
the problem of the city cannot be ig- 
nored except by criminal neglect. The 
trend of the times shows that life must 
be principally considered under urban 
conditions. The safety of the future 
lies in the ability of society to har- 
monize the conditions of city life with 
the welfare of the country at large. 

The evils of municipal life are not 
inevitable. City life can be’ made not 
only tolerable, but wholesome and de- 
sirable for the working population. The 
great energies which have euccessfully 
grappled with the problem of produc- 
tion, can adjust the evils which follow 
in the wake of this great facility of 
production, and manage with equal 
success the equally great problem of 
just distribution. 

One of the most important factors tr 
the municipal life of the future is the 
transfer of public utilities from the 
hands of private corporations to the 
people. Natural monopolies should be 
used solely for the interests of the peo- 
ple. Artificial monopolies, such as are 
created by legislation or patent rights, 
may be regulated by a reasonable com- 
petition. but natural monopolies, such 
as gas, water, lighting, telegraphs, tel- 
ephones, etc., must remain monongliés 
by the logic of circumstances, and) the 
only question is whether they shall be 
used for the benefit of the people or 
by private corporations. - Public owner- 
ship of these monopolies would result 
in reduced rates and a distribution of 
profits among the people. 

Municipal self-help gives better finan- 
cial results than the beneficent pater- 
nalism of private corporations. This is 
shown in the records of every city 
where the system has been given a fair 
trial, as the speaker showed by a lib- 
eral ‘quotation of statistics. The 
charges in every case are less than for 
private service. 

The destructive war between rival 
corporations results in a waste which 
must come out of the pockets of the 
consumers. 

Mr. Howard had columns of statistics 
at his finger-tips to show the enor- 
mous revenues derived from the control 
of natural monopolies, particularly gas 
and water, showing in almost every in- 

etance a reduction of more than half 
in the rates charged the people for 
these necessities, after the city had 
ecquired the ownership. The present 
@zvetemn received some severe raps over 
the knuckles, especially in the matter 
of watered stock, and the methods 
. by wealthy private corporations 
eonuire ete., to suit its 

It hae been objected that the public 
ownerenip of natural monopolies would 
te CangeTous on account of the cor-

thet within the domain of politics. The

DEAD LINE IN CIVILIZATION.» 


Mra. PF. Erskine Reads a Paper 
Before the Friday Morning Club. 


At the meeting of the Friday Morn- 
ing Club yesterday Mrs. Emma Payne 
Erskine read her paper on “The Dead 
Line in Civilization,” which she gave 
last week before the Woman's Con- 
gress at San Francisco, Prefacing her 
paper with a brief sketch of the con- 
gress as she saw it, she said that she 
had found that the trend was toward 
the development of the spirit, and that 
the huge crowds In attendance proved 
the friterest taken in the subject of 
education, whichs was the keynote of 
the congress, She spoke of Helen 
Gardiner’s paper on “Heredity” as a 
magnificent address,, wonderfully de- 
livered, and in referring to the Brah- 
macharin, said that she had entered 
on Wednesday morning as he was 
making a most eloquent plea for spir- 
ituality. As the meeting proceeded she 
had discovered in him a settled dis- 
like and distaste for the women about 
him and for the whole trend of the 
congress. Doubtless his training from 
birth had taught him that women were 
rather vile creatures, unprovided with 
a soul, and the speaker expressed her- 
self as being very thankful that she 
had been born into Christian civiliza- 
tion, where men do not despise their 
women. 

In introducing the subject of her 
paper, Mrs. Erskine said: ‘‘We all know 
how great nations have risen to won- 
derful heights of civilization, but there 
is a line across which no nation has 
ever gone, and this I term the dead-line 
of civilization, a liné drawn by our 
prejudices. Love and not hate is the 
keynote of the teachings of the great 
Founder of all the churches, and is the 
only force able to eradicate the line.” 

Glancing over the history of the 
ages, the speaker traced the light as 
she observed it parallel to the preju- 
dices, dwelling briefly on the most con- 
spicuous instances in which prejudices 
have proved the ruin of great na- 
tions. Prejudices have drawn hard and 
fast lines that people have found it 
very hard to cross, and it is a serious 
problem how to train littlec hildren so 
as to eradicate the prejudices itfto 
Which they are born and grow. 

The speaker declared her belief that 
the only way to eradicate the dead- 
line that will be drawn across the path 
of our own great civilization, is for 
the children to be taught from the 
cradle up to estimate themselves, each 
other and the world, by character 
alone; that character alone makes hap- 
piness and is of more impprtance than 
anything else in the world: that there 
is one great truth that we have learned 
from the ages: that every soul that 
enters into the world leaves it again, 
not one is left to abide forever. What 
they are and what they have made-of 
themselves alone goes with them, and 
while this is the -fact best known 
among men, it is one of the least con- 
sidered. There is but one law under 
heaven whereby this dead-line may 
be crossed, and there has never been a 
nation or a_ civilization throughout 
the ages but what has fallen without 
this law, which is that recorded in 
the books of Him whose name is Love. 
To prevail against this enemy called 
prejudice, that law must be written 
in our hearts and those of our little 
children, and we must use it in all our 
dealings with our fellow-creatures. It 
is only in loving contact with our fel- 
low-beings that we can do them any 
good. It may be repugnant to us to 
have anything to do with those who 
are morally and spiritually our infe- 
riors, but Jesus Christ taught us not 
to hate the individual, but the sin. It 
is in the home that the strongest force 
against the enemy is found, and women 
must train themselves and their chil- 
dren in the spirit of genuine kindness. 

At the close of the paper, which was 
very charmingly delivered, Mrs. Re- 
becca Spring rounded out the thought 
of the speaker with a beautiful and 
appropriate bit of verse, after which

COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 


Transmississippi States Hold Their 
Convention in July. 

July 14 ie the date set for the 
ninth annual convention of the Trans- 
mississippi Commercial Congress, 
which is to be held this year at Salt 
Lake City, Utah. 

The objects of the congress are to 
secure such national legislation as is 
calculated to promote the business in- 
terests and development of the re- 
sources of the States and Territories 
lying west of the Mississippi River; to 
increase reciprocal trade among them; 
to discuss such questions as are nat- 
urally suggested by its objects; to cul- 
tivate acquaintance, fraternal feeling 
and hearty coiperation among the va- 
rious commercial bodies represented. 

As this is to be an unusually large 
and well-attended convention, the offi- 
cers of the Executive Committee are 
issuing urgent calls for delegates. Ac- 
cording to the rule of the congress, 
each State is entitled to ten delegates, 
appointed by the Governor; each city 
to one delegate, appointed by the 
Mayor, and to one for every 6000 of 
the inhabitants, providing the total 
number does not exceed ten.

Crops and Markets. 


‘ The chief subject of conversation 
among horticulturists in Southern Cali- 
fornia during the past week has been 
the action of the Senate committee 
in placing a duty on citrus fruits at 
1 cent a pound, in accordance with 
the request of the orange-growers of 
this section. It is agreed that this 
duty, should it be confirmed by Con- 
gress, will have a most encouraging 
effect on the market, both for oranges 


‘and lemons; that is to say, provided }. 


the railroad companies do not try to 
absorb all the profit. Should the im- 
porters drop their prices 50 per cent. 
of the difference between the old and 
new duty, as they are likely to do, and 
then should the railroads increase the 
other charges 50 per cent., there would 
evidently be nothing left for the grow- 
ers. However, it is not believed that 
the railroads are likely to pursue so 
short-sighted a policy. It would be 
too much like killing the goose that 
lay the golden eggs. 

The weather has been cool, with 

cloudy mornings, during the past week. 
This has been beneficial to grain. 
’ Reports continue favorable in regard 
to deciduous fruits. In Ventura county 
prunes are said to be dropping some- 
what, which is supposed to be due to 
sudden hot weather. 

Strawberries have appeared on the 
-Joeal market in considerable quantity, 
and are sélling at reasonable prices, 
from 6 to 10 cents per box. 

Haying is in progress in many parts 
of Southern California. The early- 
sown grain will be a good crop, while 
the later-sown grain will be rather 
short. 

The local produce market has been 
steady, without noteworthy changes. 
Quotations will be found on the com- 
mercial page. 

Mr. Wilson, the new Secretary of 
Agriculture, who will shortly visit 
Lalifornia on a tour of inspection, is, 
evidently thoroughly alive to the im- 

ortance’of the department over which 

e presides. .In a recent interview 
with a correspondent of the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, he talked  interest- 
ingly on the openings which exist for 
the extension of the agricultural indus- 
try in this country, so that millions 
of dollars: might be «kept at -home 
which are now sent abroad. 

When one glances at the long array 
of producis that are still imported into 
this country, it certainly seems unrea- 
sonable for our farmers to continue to 
talk about hard times. Any country 
might eapect to be poor which sends 
so much money abroad for products 
that might be raised at home, 

To begin with, Mr. Wilson specifies 
the poultry business. It is a fact trat 
@ million dozens of eggs were im- 
ported into the United States last year, 
of which 132,000 dozen came all the 
way from China. A few were brought 
frora Japan, but the bulk of them came 
from Canada. 

Again, there is the sugar industry, 
of which The Times has had so much 
to say. The immense amount of $100,- 
000,000 which is sent abroad every year 
for sugar, vould of itself be sufficient 
to sustain in comfort 100,000 American 
families. Mr. Wilson announces that

ture in eighteen States, and that |

tons of the finest beet seed obtained 
from Germany. 


Last year over $10,000,000 worth of 
goat skins were imported into the Un- 
ited States. There is certainly plenty 
of land in this country. that is capable 
of- raising goats. Mr. Wilson says fur- 
ther that by combining the industries 
of mutton production and wool produc- 
tion that sheep-raising may be con- 
ducted profitably on the highest priced 
lands. 

Among other products imported ‘last 
year were beans and peas to the value 
of $658,000, cabbages to the value of 
$556,000 and potatoes to the value of 
$127,000, also hay worth $2,773,000, hops 


worth $600,000 and rice worth over $2,- 


,000. 

In regard to other less known pro- 
ducts which might be raised in some 
sections of the United States, the fol- 
lowing interesting particulars are given 
in the correspondence above referred to: 

“One of the things largely imported, 
which might be produced in this coun- 
try, is vanilla. This plant is one of the 
half dozen species of orchid that have 
any value except for their flowers. Its 
original home was in Eastern Mexico, 
but it is now cultivated in tropical 
countries all over the world. There is 
no reason why it should not be grown 
with profit on a large scale in the 
United States under glass. This is done 
successfully in England and France. 
Most of the world’s supply of vanilla 
is produced on the slopes of the Coréii- 
leras. In nature it depends for its fer- 
tilization on a kind of moth that is 
found only in Mexico. Consej1ently, in 
other countries the flowers have to be 
fertilized artificially by touching the 
stigmas with the pollen... In this way 
one man can fertilize 1000 blossoms in 
aday. The Spaniards ‘irst carried the 
plant to Europe. anilla, by the way, 
it manufactured in the laboratory from 
oll of cloves and assafoetida. 

“Experiments in the growing of tea 
have been made in California recently, 
with very satisfactory results. The tea 
produced there is of excellent quality, 
though different in flavor from any im- 
ported leaf. There seems to be no doubt 
that it could be grown on a commercial 
scale with profit. The plants are of 
Japanese, Chinese cy Formosian va- 
rieties. The yield is 500 pounds of leaves 
per acre, and the cost of production is 
20 cents a pound, in addition to the 
rental of the land. Every person in the 
United States, by the way, consumes 
twenty-one ounces of tea per annum, 
half of it coming from China and 42 per 
cent. from Japan. We imported $12,704,- 
440 worth of it last year... The culture 
of the plant is as simple as that of the 
currant or gooseberry. Many people in 
South Carolina today have private tea 
gardens for their own use, half a dozen 
bushes furnishing a sufficient supply for 
a family. The seeds look like hazel- 
nuts. 

“Camphor, likewise, might be grown 
in parts of theUnited States. It is the 
resinous gum of a species of laurel that 
is indigenous to Eastern Asia. The tree 
is a large one, attaining a diameter of 
twenty feet. Being chopped down, it is 
cut into chips, which are put into water 
and boiled, the camphor passing in the 
shape of vapor through a bamboo tube. 
The process is one of primitive distilla- 
tion, the gum being condensed in crys- 
tals, which are packed in tubs. From 
the boiling there is a residue of ail.

“The soil of California is well adapted 


to the species of oak whose bark is the 


cork of commerce. In fact, small for- 
ests of the trees are already growing 
in that State, and the Department of 
Agriculture has sent many bushels of 


| the acorns thither for planting. Portu- 


gal is the greatest producer of cork to- 
day, and the enormous consumption of 
the article is indicated by the circum- 
stances that the world annually uses 
7,000,000,000 corks for bottles. The ma- 
terial has many other uses, however, 
being employed for bicycle handles, hat 
linings, toilet powder, lining for ice- 
houses, life preservers, saddles, life- | 
boats, artificial legs and arms, buoys, 
and inner soles for shoes. In southern 
Europe it is utilized for roofing, pails, 
window-lights, plates, tubs, cups re- 
ligious images, horseshoes and coffins. 
Much of the finest quality goes into 
nose pieces for eyeglasses. We im- 
— $1,619,337 worth of cork last 

“The culture of the rubber tree is 
being tried in the region of the Florida 
everglades. In that part of the coun-. 
try is a vast swampy region that could 
be made to supply the world with rub- 
ber. At present the market supply is 
threatened seriously by reckless de- 
struction of trees in Mexico and Brazil. 
There are several rubber-producing 
plants, the best of them being the 
Siphon elastica, a superb tropical tree, 
which has seed like horse chestnuts, 
three in a pod. When ripe, the pods 
burst like a cracker, throwing the seeds 
to a distance. This tree does not come 
into full bearing of sap until its 20th 
year; the juice is 56 per cent. rubber. 
A full-grown specimen will produce 
fifty pounds of milk per annum for forty 
years. The finest rubber blankets are 
made by pouring the sap upon canvas. 
It is a striking fact that this country 
imported $16,103,000 worth of crude rub- 
ber last year. 

“It seems surprising to learn that 
$166,384 worth of sea weed were im- 
ported into this country last year. These 
plants are used largely in the manufac- 
ture of soda, iodine, bromine and gela- 
tinous extracts. On the French shore 
of the British Channel more than 2,250,- 
000 tons of sea weeds are gathered each 
year with drags and rakes. Of sea- 
weed products the most important is 
iodine, the entire world’s supply of 
which is got from this source. A 
marine plant called ‘Japanese isinglass’ 
contains s0 much gelatin that it has 
eight times the gelatinizing power of 
the ordinary gelatin. Two common 
species called ‘laver’ and ‘dulse’ are 
eaten by the Haida Indians of our 
Northwest ,coast; they are dried, 
pressed in solid blocks, . and. cut in 
slices for boiling. Another kind, known 
as ‘Irish moss,’ furnishes a cosmetic 
for the hair—‘bandoline.’ It is collected 
in large quantities on Cape Cod every 
summer, and sold for making pud- 
dings. Brewers and calico printers use 
it in their business. But nearly all the 
sea-weed crop in this country remains 
ungathered. 

Truffles have recently been gathered 
and preserved in large quantities in 
California. They are put up in cans, 
parboiled and sealed in thein own juice, 
It may be that these delicious fungi of 
domestic production might take the 
place of the imported, of which many 
thousands of dollars worth come from 
France annually, That country pro- 
duces every year $3,000,000 worth of 
truffies, which sell for $2 a pound. They 
are found underground about oak trees, 
and dogs and pigs, which are both very 
fond of them, are employed to smell 
them out. The origin of the fungus 
is very curious. In July and August 
a little blue-winged fly makes its way 
into the soil at the base of the -oak 
tree, pierces the bark of the root, and 
lays its eggs in the wound. From the 
scar develops a viscous seubstance, 
which grows into a truffle. The latter, 
when full grown is about the size of 
a walnut and has a warty surface. 

“The demar.d for citron in this coun- | 
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try will soon be supplied by the domes- 
tic pdoduct. The growing of the fruit 
is an increasing industry, in Califor- 
nia and Florida, Only the thick rind 
is utilized. The fruit is cut in halves 
and put in casks with strong brine; 
then the pulp is separated from the 
rind by gouging it out. The rinds are 
immersed in fresh water for three days, 
to free them of salt, and are boiled in 
a copper caldron until they are tender. 
Afterwards they are soaked and boiled 
in syrups of different strengths, and 
finally, when completely saturated 
with sugar, are dried on a wire net, 
coming out most appetizingly covered 
with sugar crystals. 

“In Southern Florida might be cul- 
tivated the trees that produce myrrh 
and frankincense, which are in con- 
siderable commercial demand, Myrrh 
ise the gum of a tree that grows in 
Southwestern Asia, The chief markets 
are Bombay and Aden, where it is 
sorted, the best quality being sent 
to Europe and the poorer grades to 
China. Once a year, on the feast of the 
Epiphany, Queen Victoria makes an 
offering of gold, frankincense and 
myrrh at the Chapel Royal, London. 
This custom has been pursued since 
the time of Edward I. Frankincense 
is obtained from a tree native to 
Arabia and India, the milklike juice 
being collected and, when hard, packed 
baskets. Anciently it was believed 
that the land which produced this sub- 
stance was one of fogs and darkness, 
whermeslaves were compelled to gather 
the gum from trees infested hy serpents 
of brillianf*colors. The fable was prob- 
ably put in circulation by Arab spice- 
producers, who desired to discourage 
competition.” 


Alkali Soils. 


It would be a good idea if the State 
Board of Agriculture could make some 
estimate of the area of alkali land in 
the State, and in connection therewith 
publish particulars in regard to crops 
that will grow in such soil. The recent 
introduction of the Australian salt bush 
in California has given a positive value 
to much land for which it was difficult 
previously to find a market. Doubt 
has been expressed as to whether this 
forage plant is adapted to the use of 
dairy cattle, but a member of the Times 
staff, who formerly lived in Australia, 
states that he knew of a large dairy 
there where the cows were fed regu- 
larly on the salt bush, of hich, it 
may be mentioned, there are a number 
of varieties. The general introduction 
of this valuable forage plant upon the 
alkali lands of California would, for 
one thing, immensely increase the cattle 
production of the State. 

Salt bush is not the only product that 
may be raised, with more or less suc- 
cess, on alkali soils, although, as far as 
known the one that appears to thrive 
best in such locations. Beets are suc- 
cessfully raised on alkali soils, although 
beets grown in such soil are not well 
thought of for the purpose of sugar- 
making. Then there is asparagus, 
which does well in such soil. Pears also, 
of fine quality, are raised on soil that 
contains a considerable amount of al- 
kali, and have been su grown 
in Southern California. 

The subject is one of much interest 
to the*farmers and land-owners of Cali- 
fornia, and ‘it would, as suggested, be 
a good idea if the State Board of Ag- 
riculture wouid take the matter up, as 
the utilization of our alkali lands, 
which propably aggregate over 1 per 
cent. of the area of the State, would 
add very materially to the wealth of 
California. 


A New System of Seed Distribution) 


A Washington dispatch says Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson has ini- 
tiated a new system of seed distribu- 
tion in his department. His aim is to 
diversify, so far as possible, the farm 
products of the country, and to this 
end he is making a speciality of select- 
ing new and valuable seeds from all 
parts of the world, and putting them 
in the hands of farmers likely to. use 
them to advantage. He has begun the 
work with sugar beets and leguminous 


are now widely cultivated in the West, 
the best seed at present comes from 
abroad, where scientific improvement 
in species has been fostered by 
the French and German governments 
for years. A large supply of these 
high-grade seeds has been ordered and 
will be judiciously distributed. Ca- 
nadian and Japanese field peas al- 
ready have been tried in some sections 
of the United States, and have proven 
valuable as fodder plants. 


Best Use of Skim Milk. 


[American Cultivator:] There is lit- 
tle lost in food value of milk when its 
butter fats are removed from it. But 
there is wide difference of opinion as 
to what is the best use for the 
skimmed or separated milk to get the 
largest returns from it. The practice 
of giving pretty much all the skim 
milk to calves, and making this nearly 
their exclusive feed for the first few 
weeks of their existence, is wasteful. 
In fact, skim milk should never be 
the exclusive diet of any animal. It 
contains all the caseine or cheesy mat- 
ter that is contained in whole milk. 
It is, therefore, hard to digest, and 
can be best fed when some form of 
carbohydrates is fed with it. 

Wherever skimmed or separated milk 
can be had near cities or villages, it 
can often be sold for more than its 
feeding valu@ to any kind of stock, 
and that, too, without robbing’ the 
latter, which will thrive quite as well 
on something else. Calves and pigs 
we have found will do as well on oat- 
meal cooked to a thick porridge, and 
diluted with water and a little milk 
added, as they will on skim milk 
alone. If a teaspoonful of old process, 
sifted linseed meal, is cooked with the 
porridge, it will make it much richer 
and give the calves the shiny, glossy 
coats that always betoken thrift. A 
very little oil meal is enough for a 
mess. It should always be added when 
much milk is given, as it prevents 
constipation and indigestion. 

Those who keep poultry will find that 
there is nothing’ better for egg pro- 
duction than milk in some form, given 
moderately and with grain. It is best 
fed in curd squeezed as dry as con- 
venient. For old fow! it may have a 
pinch of salt in it. But young chicks 
cannot eat even a little salt without 
danger. Care should be taken to give 
no more at any time than the fowls 
will eat, for what is left over soon be- 
comes offensive, and is liable to harbor 
the germs of disease. But what milk 
fowls will take readily is better for 
egg production than any other feed. It 
contains some phosphate of lime for 
the shell, but its main value is in its 
albumen, which is what more than half 
the white of the egg is composed of. 
To transmute the albumen of skim 
milk into egg is always a pay- 
ing business. The hens will do 
it if you will give them chance. 
T’nfortunately milk is scarce in winter 
on most farms. That explains in part 
why eggs are also scarcest at that time. 
But skimmed or separated milk can, we 
think, always be afforded for fowls in 
winter. It is in winter less likely to 
eause disease. The skim milk is just 
as good, if riot better, than whole milk 
for egg production. It lacks only the 
butter, fats, which, if given in excess, 
may cause the hens to fatten instead 
of to lay more abundantly. 

Where all other methods for profit- 
ably disposing of skim milk do not take 
the whole quantity, a good deal of the 
milk a cow produces that is used for 
making butter may be profitably fed 
back to the cow herself. It may re- 
quire some training to get the cow to 
like skim milk, but if it is at first di- 
luted wth water, and its flavor changed 
by adding wheat bran to it, the cow 
will soon eat it greedily. It is excel- 
lent to increase milk flow and if the 
cow is also fed grain she will make her 
milk as rich as usual and without los- 
ing flesh. Some butter dairymen we 
know always make it a practice to dis- 
pose of skim milk in this way, and they 
hold that the cow can make better use 
of it than any other animal. But it is

also for their young pigs. Fed thus 
the skim milk does not go to increase 
the dairy product and thus constantly 
add to the amount of milk to be dis- 
posed of. 

In the glut of new milk which now 
generally prevails, so that prices are 
made lower than cost of production, the 
easiest way to remedy this evil is to 
provide for disposing of a part of the 
milk in ways that it will not affect 
dairy markets. If city ilk pedlars 
could not buy skim milk_fr a cent a 
quart, or often less, there would be 
less opportunity for them to adulter- 
ate it before selling it. It is not easy 
to adulterate milk with water. But 
when skim milk can be cheaply had 
much of it is likely to be taken and 
mixed with new milk, defrauding not 
only the consumer, but equally injuring 
the milk producer, who finds the mar- 
ket glutted with. inferior milk, so that 
the price of pure milk constantly de- 
clines. In most cases this is done by 
use of skim milk, for which the farmer 
gets less than he could by judiciously 
feeding it on his own farm. 


Sheep Industry in Nebraska. 


{American Cultivator:] Eastern Ne- 
braska is the feed lot for a great part 
of the West and Northwest, just as 
Eastern Kansas is for the Southwest. 
No such extensive feeding is done in 
these States as in Iowa and Missouri, 
but the agriculture there is more diver- 
sified. Feeding is an adjunct and help- 
mate to the extended system of agricul- 
ture. The farmers of Eastern Nebraska 
devotethemselves largely to either feed- 
ing stock or raising stuff that will 
eventually go to market in the shape 
of beef, mutton or pork. No farmer 
can raise corn and land it at the ele- 
vator at 10 cents per bushel with profit, 
but he can put it into stock, get more 
money for it, and thus improve his 


farm. 
Forty miles west of Omaha lies Fre- 


mont. It is the center of a great feed- 
ing industry. Southward is the Platte, 
westward the Elkhorn and north a 
great extent of rolling prairie. Eastern 
Nebraska is working out her redemp- 
tion in the thousands of feed lots which 
dot her broad acres. The dry season 
of 1894-5 stopped the work, but 1896 
saw the industry in full force once 
more. 

About Fremont a colony of sheep 
feeders are doing their best to convey 
to market a vast quantity of corn, 
oats and hay in the shape of mutton 
and wool. From far-away Oregon, 
from wind-swept Wyoming come great 
flocks, all with an appetite for the rich 
feed provided for them.

An- 
other opinion on the same subject is 
furnished by Maurice L. Muhleman, 
the Deputy Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States in New York, who has 
contributed several articles to the lit- 
erature of banking. Mr. Muhleman 
observes that a per capita circulation 
of about $32 is ample for all purposes, 
but it is pointed out that it is the 
distribution of the amount and the ab- 
sence of facilities for providing credits, 
particularly in the agricultural dis- 
tricts, that are the bases of genuine 
complaint, and by inference the 
grounds for whatever le 
there may exist for the same. 

One of Mr. Muhleman’s suggestions 
is that authority should be given for 


the establishment of national banks, 
with a capital below the present limit 
of $50,000, his idea being that $25,000 
would be an ample sum. where the 


chief object was to increase the supply 
of credit in agricultural communities,

While war exists. there is 
a chance that may be- 
come involved, and issue a ukase p- 
ping wheat exports. These and other 
reasons for better demand and prices 
are plain while the conflict wages, and 
attending circumstances suggest no 
reason for lessening of demand or low- 
ering of values. 

The editor of the Market Report fur- 
nishes this opinion: 

*“‘Measuring the conflict by no broader 
gauge than its present limits, I do not 
attach much importance to its infiu- 
ence on the export demand for grain 
here. The wheat production of Greece 
in 1896 was less than 5,000,000 bushels, 
and she is a moderate importer. A 
continuance of war with a blockaded 
coast might even restrict that trade. 
But the moral effect on prices by any 
war abroad is to excite the minds of 
dealers and to strengthen prices.” 

The Chicago Daily Trade Bulletin 
says that under present conditions the 
majority of the grain trade apparently 
incline to the opinion that the effect 
of the war on the markets will be only 
temporary. Should the leading powers 
of Europe become involved, the effect 
on prices of breadstuffs and provisions 
in this country would no doubt be quite 
marked, more especially if the struggle 
shouid be prolonged. Russia would 
probably lead with a ukase prohibit- 
ing the export of wheat, and import- 
ing coutries would be dependent on 
America for supplies, even for coarse 
grains. 

The Chicago Orange Judd Farmer 
telegraphs that so long as the Eu- 
ropean trouble is localized, as at pres- 
ent, there seems no reason why it should 
affect the foreign demand for Amer- 
ican breadstuffs. Neithér country in- 
volved is an important factor in pro- 
duction or consumption cof wheat, and 
their trouble will not interfere with 
the world’s commerte. The position 
of American wheat stocks is such that 
the normal foreign demand is likely 
to absorb all that can be spared, with- 
out regard to foreign political com: 
plications. 

From this it will be seen that the 
general opinion is that a continental 
war in Europe is unlikely and that 
the nations now at war are unlikely to 
be obliged to import considerable quan- 
tities of wheat. However, Bradstreet’s 
believes that the present price of wheat 


is low and the crop outlook in 
unsatisfactory.

this week include the continued decline of

EX-CITY TREASURER ‘WILL 
FOR BACK PAY. 


SUE 


A Chino Man Arrested for Stealing 
His Own Property — Baseball 
Bills Charged Against the City. 
Los Angeles Elopement. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 7.—(Regu- 
lar Co ondence.] The recently re- 
tiring City Treasurer held the position 
for many years, and at times had large 
sums of money in his care for the safe- 
keeping of which he was paid $50 per 
month, and for a short time, $75 per 
month. He was required by his bonds- 
men to deposit the funds in several 
banks, one of which failed, and he now 
holds an almost valueless certificate 
from’ the institution for $3346.08. The 
new Treasurer refuses to take the cer- 
tifieate as city funds and demands the 
cash. ‘To assist in making good the 
possible loss on the. certificate of the 
“busted” banhk, the former Treasurer 
paid in his salary for two years, $1000. 
He has now found out that, as Treas- 
urer, he was entitled under the laws 
of the State to 1 per cent . of all moneys 
that passed through his hands, in lieu 
of the small salary paid him, and he 
now turns over the cash on hand, less 
the $1000 salary, which he had not 
drawn, and will stand pat on the cer- 
tificate,: holding that as partial col- 
lateral for the sum he claims the city 
. owes him under the percentage law of 

the State. This has been alleged to 
be outlawed by the statute of limita- 
tion, but he contends that his account 
with the city is a running account that 
cannot be outlawed by limitation until 
the account is closed. The account 
closes with his offér of funds to the 
new ‘Treasurer... Therefore, he thinks 
his claim for back salary in the form 
of percentage on moneys handled will 
hold good, Suit will be brought to de- 
zide the*point.

He 
went to Chino and swore out a war- 
rant for the arrest of the perpetrator 
of the’ outrage, and the foreman of the 
gang went to Cucamonga and did the 
same against him, charging him with 
stealing his own ‘roots from his own

POMOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 


CLOSING SESSIONS OF THE FRUIT. 
MEN’S MEETING. 


Able Papers and Lively Discussions 
on Subject of Interest to Or- 
chardistse—Next Meeting to be 
Held at Pomona—Resolutions, 


AZUSA, May 7.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The semi-annual session of 
the Southern Califernia Pomological 
Society came to an end this afternoon, 
after a series of profitable discussions 
and the adoption of resolutions indors- 
ing the work of the committee that was 
instrumental in securing an increase of 
the tariff on citrus fruits in the Ding- 
ley Bill. Throughout the convention 


. was harmonious and the papers and ad- 


dresses highly instructive. It was de- 


cided to hold the next meeting at Po- 
mona, 


THURSDAY EVENING SBSSION. 

The hall was crowded to its utmost 
Thursday evening. Miss Alice Crowell 
save a recitation preliminary to the 
regular programme. Music ren- 
dered during the evening by Misses 
Jessina Brunjes, Edna Tinker, Zada 
Taylor and Grace Bemis. 

Prof. Cook of Pomona College gave a 
talk on “Friendly Parasites,” alluding 
incidentally to the work of farmers’ 
clubs, of which he said that nearly 
thirty had been organized through 
Southern California. He said it was 
proposed to hold an annual meeting 
with delegates present from all the 
clubs, each club to present @ subject for 
discussion. He thought Azusa should 
have a club of this character. 

oming to his main topic, he said 
that without friendly insects the fight 
against unfriendly insects could not be 
carried on. Occasionally we have in- 
sect pests which sweep everything be- 
fore them until friendly.insects attack 
them and wipe the enemies out of ex- 
istence. There are a half-million in- 
sects named, and that is not half of the 
varieties. There are over two hundred 
thousand kinds of beetles alone. One of 
these is doing good work in killing the 
army worm. The soft brown scale is 
being kept down by the chalcyd fly. The 
worst pest in California is the purple 
scale. The San José scale is rapidly dis- 
appearing, as parasites are preying on 
them. These parasites can easily be 
taken from one orchard to another by 
cutting off a twig on which they are 
found. The Rhizobius has done much 
good in the State, though not in many 
localities. It has done good work near 
the coast, but not in the interior. The 
time will probably comé when it will do 
good work in the interior. At present 
there is nothing working on the red and 
purple scales. The purple scale can 
probably be exterminated by the cyan- 
ide fumigation process. 


A number of questions were asked of / 


Prof. Cook, and were promptly an- 
swered. 

D. Edson Smith of Santa Ana spoke 
of “Small Fruits for Profit.” He said 
growing blackberries and raspberries 
was profitable when there is a market 
for green fruit, but it is not profitable 
for drying. He gaye many points of 
value to the growers of small fruits, and 
answered a number of questions regard- 
ing varieties and methods of cultivation. 

MORNING SESSION, 

There was a delay in the morning, in 
the regular programme, and the 
question box was opened. | 

“What is the best strawberry?” 

B. O. Clark said there was none. 
What may be a good berry in one lo- 
cality may not be in another, 

“Is the strawberry a paying crop? 
What is the best strawberry, and most 
profitable one?” 

There seemed to be a divergence of 
Opinion on the subject. 

“What is the best tool for the culti- 
vation of orchards?” 

This question called forth discussions 
from a dozen people, and many di- 
verse opinions were expressed, 

A. P. Griffith read the first paper of 
the day, on the subject, “Evaporated 
vs. Sulphured Fruits.’’ He claimed that 
unsulphured dried fruit is more pal- 
atable than sulphured fruit, and be- 
lieved the eastern consumers should 
be educated to desiré the undoctored 
fruit even though not so light in color, 
but because it is better. He was cross- 
questioned by the audience. The plan 
he advocated is what is known as the 
Swan process, and he admitted that he 
could not produce as pretty fruit as by 
the sulphuring process, but he thought 
the habit Californians have got into of 
thinking that eastern ‘people will buy 
nothing but pretty goods is a great 
mistake, 

D. Edson Smith gave his experience 
in evaporating fruit, saying that he had 
found it more expensive than sun-dried 
fruit. He thought gulphured fruit was 
just as palatable, if soaked in cold 
water for twenty-four hours before 
using, to extract the sulphuric acid, 
which gives the fruit a tartness. 

B. O. Clark said that from a point 
of beauty unsulphured fruit is the best. 
But the worst feature of the sulphur- 
ing is that fruit is thus treated which 
is unfit to use, and for that reason he 
believed the sulphuring of fruit should 
be forbidden by law. He thought the 
principal reason for the depreciation of 
the dried fruit is the spoiling of it by 
sulphuring. 

Mrs. Mary Lynde Craig of Redlands 
read a paper on “Ornamentation of 
Home Grounds.” She spoke of many 
beautiful vanities of trees, native to 
California, which are desirable for dec- 
orative purposes, and described her 
ideal of residence grounds. 

Once more the ladies of Azusa en- 
tertained the ‘visitors at’ dinner, de- 
lghtfully served. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The first proceeding of the afternoon 
was the election of officers. The Com- 
mittee on Nomination of Officers pro- 
posed the following names: -‘ 

President, Abbot Kinney; vice-pres- 
ident, D. Edson Smith; secretary, By- 
ron O. Clark; pathologist, N. B. Pierce; 
entomologist, Prof. “J. A. Cook; direc- 
tors, N. W. Blanchard, Santa Paula;

The secretary was instrycted to cast 
a ballot for the above and they were 
declared elected.

Prof. 8: M. Woodbridge of Los An- 
geles spoke of the “Bi-Products of Cit- 
rus Fruits.”” He gaid he could give no 
better advice than to go to the pork- 
packer, study his ways and be wise. 
Nothing from a pig has been lost but 
the squeal, and even that can be saved 
with the aid of the phonograph. He ex- 
hibited samples of the products of cul! 
lemons,. describing e possibility of 
preventing waste. AMong the products 
are citric acid, lemon oil and lemon 
juice, which should be manufactured

ty-three products which can thus be 
made, no one of them alone profitably. 
But when all are made together there 
should be a profit in the manufacture 
of bi-produots. 

“I get, from 100 pounds of cull lem- 
ons, 40 cents. worth of oil and 70 cents 
worth of acid at a labor cost of 20 
cents. There should be similar facto- 
ries all over the  citrus-fruit dis- 
tricts.”’

bearing defects. Most of the defects 
were thought to have been caused by 
hailstones. 


The following ladies were elected 
members of the society, in considera- 
tion of their services for the society:

F. Badger, W. W. Heth. T. H, Knapp, 
J. W. Jeffrey, C. R. Gatton, M. Dods- 
worth, Grace M. Cook. H. D. Briggs 
and Miss Dodsworth. 

H. D. Briggs of Azusa read a paper 
on “Pruning of Orange Trees.” He 
said the orange would come nearer car- 
ing for itself than any other fruit tree 
with which he is acquainted. Limbs 
Started from six inches to a foot from 
the ground and growing on a 45 deg. 
angle will support a much heavier load 
of fruit than those nearly horizontal. 
“In growing the orange tree for the 
first three years, it is almost impossible 
to prune too little, and I never cut any- 
thing but suckers, believing that the 
more top a tree has the better root it 
will grow and the healthier and firmer 
tree I will have.” 

The paper was discussed at some 
length, several speakers declaring the 
paper to have been the best they had 
ever heard on the subject. 

Mr. Griffith said steps would be taken 
at once to organize a local auxiliary: 
society of the Pomological Society in 
Azusa. 

T. H. B. Chamblin was called on to 
speak of the possibilities of codpera- 
tion in the marketing of deciduous 
fruit. He said in part: “The exchange 
System of marketing citrus fruits is 
the subject of criticism sometimes, but 
nevertheless it is here to stay. agd no 
orange-grower Wants to see it other- 
wise. 

“In my judgment, to get your dried 
fruits on the market. you want to 
get the fruit together in large bodies 
here in California. that you"can prup- 
erly grade the fruit. You can see the 
great improvement this year in the 
raisin market, due entirely to_coipera- 
tion, and I want to say that the com- 
munity which first coiperates in the 
marketing of dried fruits will first reap 
the profits of the dried-fruit business. 

“When you have resorted to coépera- 
tion, be sure your go00ds are put up in 
attractive form. Already the exchange 
brands of. oranges are known through- 
the East, and the buyers know that 
when they 
just the quality of fruit they will cet. 
When individuals pack their own fruit 
there is a jumble of fruit. and no one 
in the East would know what to expect 
from any given brand. 

“For a long time the State was 
troubled with jack rabbits, and as long 
as each man worked for himself the 
animals not restrained. But 
when the people cotiperated they wiped 
out the pest. Have we not got about 
to the time when everybody will con- 
cede the futility of marketing fruit by 
individual effort? ‘ 

“There is a perfect sea of fruits in 
Southern California. If we are ever to 
find a market for the fruits to be grown, 
we must gef down to a system and 
see that every part of the East gets 
all the fruit it needs and make sure 
they get no more than they need. If 
there is any way to properly distribute 
the fruit except through codperation, I 
do not know of it.”’ 

Mr. Chamblin was asked what was 
the weak point with societies organ- 
ized to handle fruit. 

He said the chief weakness was the 
unwillingness of the people to co- 
operate. He spoke of the word “mer- 
chantable,” which appears in agree- 
ments for the sale of oranges. He said 
it was more flexible than the word 
“flexible.”’ 

Prof. Woodbridge was called on for 
an address on fertilization, and gave 
an able talk on the subject. 

Mrs. Mary Lynde Craig was elected 
a member of the society, in recogni- 
tion of her clever paper read earlier 
in the day. 

An exhibit of five varieties of straw- 
berries, exhibited by Mr. Edminston of 
University, attracted a great deal of 
attention from many local growers of 
the fruit. 

The following resolution was intro- 
duced and passed, unanimously: 

“Whereas, the representatives of the 
citrus fruit growers of Southern Cali- 
fornia have succeeded in the face of 
tremendous opposition, in obtaining the 
advance in duty of citrus fruits in the 
Dingley Tariff Bill from % cents per 
pound to 1 cent per pound, and 
“whereas, by there success in this 
matter the future of the citrus growers 
of California has been made, so far as 
foreign competition is concerned, a pro- 
fitable undertaking, therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that the Pomological So- 
ciety of Southern California, in session 
assembled at Azusa, this 9th day of 
May, 1897, does hereby indorse the work 
of these committeemen and also of our 
representatives, and that the sincere 
gratitude of the fruit-growers is due 
and is hereby tendered these gentle- 
men; and be it further 

‘Resolved, that coples of these reso- 
lutions be mailed to these gentlemen 
and to the newspapers by the secretary 
of this association.’’, 

After the discussion of the question 
of lemon pruning, the society adjourned 
to meet six months hence in Pomona.

STRUCK A FATAL BLOW. 


TRAGIC ALTERCATION AT THE 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, 


Auren FE. Hadson Killed by Jense 
M. Stark—Both Were Aged In- 
valids—The Stayer Declared -to 
be of Unsound Mind, 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, May 7.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] Auren Hud- 
gon, a member of the home, died at the 
hospital Thursday night under circum- 
stances which the home officials con- 
sidered expedient to bring to the notice 
of the Coroner. . 

It appears that Hudson and Jesse M. 
Stark, both aged invalids, had a wran- 
gle over some trifling matter. After 
some words, Hudson struck Stark in 
the face and the latter struck back, 
felling his antagonist to the floor. They 
were separated, and a cut over the 
right eye was the only injury that - 
son seemed to have sustained. 

The altercation took place at ut 
4:30 o'clock in the afternoon, and after 
the nurse had washed and dressed the 
cut, nothing further was thought about 
it until two hours later, when the doc- 
tor who was summoned found that the 
case looked serious, and had Hudson 
removed from the convalescent ward to 
the hospital, where he expired at 9:30 
o'clock. 

Upon the arrival of the Coroner, an 
autopsy and inquest was held, and the 
jury found that Hudson came to his 
death by reason of concussion and hem- 
orrhage of the brain, caused by a blow, 
or fall, said blow being struck by Jesse 
M. Stark, who was at the time insane. 

Stark, while known to be mentally 
unsound, has always been regarded as 
inoffensive and entirely harmless, and 
according to the evidence before the 
Coroner’s jury, had never exhibited any 
vicious characteristics. It also trans- 
pired that at the time Hudson struck 
him Stark was packing away, with the 
apparent desire! of avoiding trouble. 
The fact that his mind is gone Was, 
however, made apparent to the jury 
when he made a rambling statement, in 
which he hopelessly confused names 
and incidents bearing upon the case. 

Auren EB, Hudson was, during the 
war, a member of Co. D, Sixtieth Ohio 
Cavalry. He was admitted to the home 
from Seattle, Wash., and was at the 
time of his death aged 74 years. 

Stark will be taken to Los Angeles on 
Saturday for examination and commit- 
ment to the insane asylum.
